CuiIcaGo, June 18.—The situation to-day is 
still complicated. The Depew conference last 
night was almost without result, and the New 
Yorker's candidacy still enters into the calcu- 
lation as a factor of uncertain dimensions.

The Indianians are taking ad- 
vantage of the situation to-day and 
were along time in the New York quarters 
talking up their man. The repression of the 
Blaine enthusiasm has been left tg the Sher- 
man men and the Blaine managers in the va- 
rious delegations. Until this is settled and 
Mr. Depew announces his intentions finally, 
all the candidates may be considered as hav- 
ing afighting chance. The Harrison men are 
not as hopeful as they were at the outset, 
though prepared to take advantage of any new 
turn in the situation and payink par- 
ticular attention to the New Yorkers. 
The Alger boom has made very lit- 
tle progress, while the Allison boomers 
are wiping up an immense amount of enthu- 
siasm, although they are accomplishing very 
little, and will probably have to wait for the 
general break-up. Disheartening reports of 
defections are coming to the Gresham head- 
quarters continually. The Sherman men are 
working hard on the Gresham forces.

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GERMAN VS GRIEF. 


The Funeral Services of 
the Late Emperor 
Frederick at 
Potsdam. 


A Large Attendance of Royal 
Mourners at the Simple 
Ceremony. 


Proclamation ofthe Emperor to the People 
of Prussia—The Feeling of Uneasiness 
Caused by the New Ruler’s Proclamation 
to the Army and Navy—Comments of the 
French Press—The Great Liberal Victory 
in the Ayr Electi ists Abused by 
Their Organs—The Pope to Issue au Im- 
portant Letter—Foreign News.

PoTspAM, June 18.—The second mortuary 
service over the remains ofthe Emperor was 
held at the Friedrichskron Castle last even- 
ing. Dr. Koegel, Court Chaplain, officiated. 
Emperor William and the Empress, the Dow- 
ager Empresses Victoria and Augusta, all the 
members of the German Imperial and Royal 
families and the entire household were pres- 
ent. At the conclusion of the service the 
coffin was closed inthe presence of the Em- 
peror, Count von Stolberg-Wernigerode, 
Court Chamberlain; Dr. Friedberg, Prussian 
Minister of Justice, andthe others who had 
been bidden to the ceremony, and was then 
placed on the same State bier used at the 
funeral of Emperor William. 

Prince Bismarck and Count von Moltke and 
a number of foreign princes arrived here 
this morning. 

THE COLOGNE ‘‘GAZETTE.’’ 

BERLIN, June 18.—The Cologne Gazetie has 
again signalized itself. The issue announcing 
the Emperor’s death had only a narrow black 
border, and since then the paper has not ap- 
peared in mourning. All the other papers ap- 
pear in mourning daily. 

CLOSED AGAINST THE PUBLIO. 

The railway stations at Berlin and Potsdam 
are closed against the public.

THE FUNERAL SERVICES. 

At 9o’clock this morning the bells were 
tolled and the ministers who were to officiate 
atthe Emperor’s funeral took their places 
around the coffin in the palace. The choir 
sang the hymns, ‘‘Soon Thou Callest Me to 
Higher Joys’’ and ‘‘Jesus Is My Trust.’’ 
Chaplain Koegel blessed the corpse and the 
mourners, after which the choir sang the 
hymn, ‘‘IfI Am to Die.’’ The commanders 
of tweive regiments, of which the late Empe- 
ror was the chief officer, carried the ceffin to 
the hearse. Eight majors then took the 
horses by the bridles and the procession 
started for the church. 

TO-DAY’S OBSEQUIES. 

At 9:15 o’clock this morning Potsdam was in 
mourning and emblems of grief were to be 
seen everywhere, All the way from the castle 
to the Friedenskirche, where the funeral was 
to take place, torches and cressets were seen 
illumining with their pallid flames the morn- 
ing light. Every here and there rose huge 
flagstaffs and poles bearing banners with 
mourning devices, The troops which were to 
take part in the funeral ceremony, were 
already muttering. They comprise the entire 
garrison at Potsdam and a portion of the Berlin 
and Spandau garrisons. They consisted of one 
combined infantry battalion, two combined 
cavalry squadrons, two combined batteries of 
artillery, aregiment of the guard corps from 
Berlin and similar combined battalions and 
batteries from Spandau. At 10:30 o’clock the 
troops assumed their positions and the vari- 
ous dignitaries, deputations and warriors’ 
associations proceeded to their places. 


AT THE CASTLE. 

The ceremonies at the Friedrichskron Oastle 
began withthe performance of Bach’s ‘‘Bald 
Rufst du Mich Zu Hohren Friden,’’ Then the 
chorale, ‘‘Jesus, Meine Zuversicht,’’ was 
sung. As the last strains died away Chaplain 
Koegal arose and offered a prayer in which 
he alluded in feeling terms to the double 
grievous visitation uponthe Imperial house 
and upon the nation. He thanked 
God for all He had done for the 
departed monarch, and implored heayv- 
enly consolation. for the sorely tried 
members of the imperial family and for the 
nation. The chorale ‘*Wenn Ich Einmal Soll 
Scheiden’’ was then sung, after which the 
coffin was removed from the castle and placed 
on the funeral car, the choir meanwhile sing- 
ing, ‘‘I Know That My Redeemer Liveth.’’ 
The procession was then formed and moved 
to the church. 

AT THE CHURCH. 

Upon arriving at the church the mourners 
took the seats assigned to them. After the 
service Chaplain Kvegel pronounced the ben- 
diction. There was no sermon. After the 
firing of vyolleyg@ and minute guns by the 
troops, the mo 8 took their departure. 
Before leaving widowed Empress bent 
over the coffin and took a solemn farewell 
look at her dead husband’s face. Oourt 
Preacher Persius repeated the closing prayer 
and the choir intoned a dirge. 


THE IMPERIAL AND ROYAL MOURNERS. 

In the procession from the castle to the 
church the Prince of Wates walked with the 
Emperor and the King of Saxony. Among 
those who took part in the procession were 
Prince Henry, second son of the deceased 
Emperor, the hereditary Prince of Saxe- 
Meiningen, and the generals of the army, 
headed by Count von Moltke, who carried a 
Marshal's staff. Bodies of the Prussian corps 
of the Guard and the Dragoons’ Guard 
brought up the rear of the procession. The 
funeral ceremonies ended shortly before 1 
o’clook, 

THE BRANDENBURG INSCRIPTION. 

The facade of the Brandenburg gate bears 
the inscription: 1881. The last greeting of 
His Grateful Native City. 1888.’’ 


EMPEROR WILLIAM’S PROCLAMATION. 

Emperor William has issued a proclamation

is called away. The Emperor Frederick bore 
a hard fate and showed a heroic Chris- 
“an resignation.

BISMARCK NOT AT THE FUNERAL. 
Prince Bismarck did not, as he in- 
tended doing, attend the funeral of 
the Emperor. He is so exhausted by 
the excitemqnt which he has recently 
undergone that he is compelled to rest, and 
the Emperor expressly commanded him to 
spare himself from attending the funeral. 


THE GERMAN MINISTRY. 


Bismarck and the Emperor—Awaiting the 
Imperial Proclamation. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lobo, June 18.—A dispatch from Berlin 
says that when the Chancellor called upon the 
new Emperor, out of mere form, to present 
his resignation, Witiam embraced Bismarck 
and said: ‘‘I shall never have another minis- 
ter but you. It would have been too muck 
to have Puttkamer back in the face of his dis- 
missal so few days ago by Emperor Frederick, 
but he is to be given some other high posi- 
tion. Count Zedlitzs Jutschier, selected by 
Frederick afew hours before his death, will 
succeed Puttkamer. 

The proclamation of the German Emperor, 
which will appear Tuesday or Wednesday fol- 
lowing the funeral, is awaited with great in- 
terest. It is certain it will abound in peaceful 
protestations, which will not much reassure 
those who have observed the intensely mill- 
tary spirit running through the address to the 
army and navy published Saturday morning. 
The editor of the Figaro says a Prince who 
has such a passion for the army must have 
an awtul passion for war. To attend 
church devotedly proves love of God. No 
new developments are expected in haste, no 
phrases in the official proclamations, now are 
considered important, but every act of ad- 
ministration of the Empe willbe carefully 
scrutinized by entire Europe, while the sense 
of responsibility will for a time act as a check 
upon the Emperor. Every one who knows 
him believes he would warmly welcome the 
opportunity to win laurels as a great military 
chieftain.

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WILLIAM I. s PROCLAMATIONS. 


Viennese Press Opinions Unfavorable—The 
Alarm in France. 


VIENNA, June 18.—Viennese opinions of Em- 
peror William’s proclamations are not very 
favorable. The Neue Freie Presse,in a cautious 
article, says: ‘‘Frederick, as a victorious 
general, had no need of boasting. William, 
on the other hand, was only a boy when 
the great battles which established the 
German Empire were fought.’’ The Tag- 
blatt thinks that Germany's loss is irreparable, 
and says: Frederick aspired to freedom and 
progress. The new Emperor’s manifesto isa 
eulogy of militarism such as has rarely been 
seen. The Fremdenblatt says it hopes that 
Emperor William's only intention is to 
strengthen the warlike character of the army 
and establish order and maintain peace. 

SPECIAL SERMONS. 

Special sermons were preached to-day in 
the Protestant churches of Vienna and Pesth. 
ALARM IN FRANCE. 

LONDON, June 18.—A dispatch tothe Stand- 
ard from Paris says: ‘‘Emperor William’s 
proclamations have sent a cold shiver 
throughout France. The Nationalsays: They 
will edify the world. They are the utterances, 
not of a pastor, but a slayer of people. 


UNCALLED FOR ALARM. 

The Daily News says: ‘‘We think the alarm 
which the proclamations of Emperor Will- 
iam to the army and navy excites is uncalled 
for. More humility might have been ex- 
pected from an older sovereign, butthe spirit 
in which the Emperor addresses the army and 
navy is of less importance than that in which 
he receives Bismarck. 

WORTHY THE EMPEROR. 

The Times says: The proclamations are 
worthy of the Emperor and the traditions of 
his house. Their spirit is not necesarily to 
be regarded as warlike, still less as aggres- 
sive. Germany ts an armed nation, and only 
as such, under existing conditions, can she 
maintain her unity and power. The Emperor 
has great power, but not enough to be able 
to hurry into a war with a light heart against 
the wishes of his peoplie.’’ 

A CHANGE OF TONE. 

The Standard says: It is rather a change of 
tone than of policy which introduces the new 
reign. The color of the immediate future de- 
pends less upon the accession of William 
than upon the real resolutions of Prince Bis- 
marck, who likely has a freer hand than 
before.’’ 

Other papers commentapon the addresses 
in a similar strain. 

SERVICES IN WESTMINSTER ABBEY. 

Funeral services in memory of Emperor 
Frederick will be held this afternoon in West- 
minster Abbey. Places have been resryed for

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THE AYR ELECTION, 


Liberals Enthusiastic Over Their Success—~ 
The Tories Sad. 
Special Cablecram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lowpon, June 18.—The ministerial organs 
admit that the result of the Ayr election is a se- 
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tion of Lowther asthe Ministerial candidate. 
Coming after the election atthe other end of 
the country, Southampton, the Ayr victory no 
longer leaves room to doubt that the country 
decidedly condemns Salisbury’s government. 
Ashley, the defeated candidate, professed to be 
quite as liberal as his opponent on every 
question but Ireland. Before the Government 
threw overboard the compensation clauses, 
he declared himself strongly opposed to 
them. The election, therefore, was fought 
exclusively on the question of home rule. 
For the first time it is not possible for the Gov- 
ernment to blink at the fact that Ayr is the 
seventh seat gained by the Liberals since 
the beginning of last year. Deducting the seat 
they lost at Doncaster, they have made an 
actual gain of 20 per cent on contested elec- 
tions in that period. This is a state of affairs 
unparalleled in English political history. At 
this rate, were a general election to take place 
te-morrow Gladstone would havea majority 
of 180 in the Commons. Even this understates 
the case in the opinion of the Liberal party 
managers, since the Government do all they 
can to prevent vacancies where they haye not 
a large majority. 
MEMORIAL TO WAR CORRESPONDENTS. 

The memorial tothe British war correspond- 
ents who died in the Soudan, unveiled at St. 
Paul’s Cathedral in the presence of Gen. 
Wolseley and other distinguished officers, is 
the first recognition of the kind to members 
of the press. The dangers incurred by the 
correspondents supplying public news may be 
judged from the fact that the small body to 
which they belong had a death- roll of seven 
men duringthe two years, 1883 to 1885. The 
best known were O’Donovan of the Daily 
News and Cameron of the Standard. Among 
those present at the unveiling of the memorial 
was Pearse of the Daily News, who carried the 
body of his comrade, Cameron, to his grave 
at Abukess.

No new trial granted to the plaintiff in 
the Lancaster-Glover case can submit the 
question toa more impartial, competent 
and respectable jury than the one which 
has just rendered the verdict so unsatis- 
factory to Collector LawcasTER. 

A jury drawn by lot from a large list of 
the most respectable citizens of St. Louis, 
a jury of respectable business men con- 
nected with well-known firms and repre- 
senting both parties, hasrendereda unan- 
imous appraisement of the value of 
Collector LancasTer’s reputation in 
a city where he has been making 
reputation for so many years.

Too Much Land is the Treuble With the Peo- 
ple—Mr. Miller Talks. 


John F. Miller of Salem, Ore., who is largely 
interested in the stock business in his State, 
is at the Lindell. Mr. Miller was a delegate to 
the recent National ee Convention, 
and ison his way back Yhome after a visit to 
Washington. To a POST-DISPATCH reporter, 
he sud: Oregon is a great State, but its people 
are afflicted with a peculiar malady for which 


little parallel may be found in other parts of 
the world, and which only goes to show that 
one may literally have too muchof a good 
thing. This affliction is land poverty, by 
which I mean not a lack of ownership in acres, 
but just the contrary. Many of the 
farmers and cattlemen, and I 
need hardly remind you that the 
growing of grain and the raising oflive stock 
are among the chief industries of Oregon, are 
land poor because they insist upon acquiring 
and attempting to realize from more soll than 
they can possibly manage or cultivate. In 
this respect the Oregonians are not 
unlike the Southerners in ante-bel- 
lum days who insisted upon raisin 

vast 1 that they might se 

it and purchase more slaves. A large slave 
owner possessed a certain prestige in ratio to 
the number of negroes owned by him, and in 
the matter, of land and cattle it is very much 
the same way with the people ofmy own 
State. Many of them would ln my opin!on 
be batter off did they own fewer pastures and 
smaller herds. And yet the success that has 

. attended the livestock industry in 
Srexon s largely due to the reasonable scale 
on which men have run their busi- 

For example, we have found 

most profitable to fence in 
abundant pastures and reserve them exclitu- 
sively for winter grazing—a plan that I think 
might be well imitated in other cattle coun 
tries.

REPUTATION AS FIXED BY THE JURY.

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Exact Statement of the Amount Awarded to 
the Surveyor of the Port for His Good 
Name—An Unwarranted Attack on the 

Jury, Which the Jurors Hotly Resent— 
Some Interesting Facts About the Trial. 


For the first time in nearly six weeks, noth- 
ing was heard about Surveyor Lancaster and 
Congressman Glover in Judge Valliant’s 
courtto-day. The trial was over and every- 
body was glad it was. Clerk Garesche wrote 
up the record, and aftera careful examina- 
tion of the verdict he found that the ex- 
act amount of money the jury awarded 
to Lancasterfor all the injury which had been 
done him wasa single dime, just 10 cents. 
Martin, one of Lancaster’s attorneys, ap- 
peared in court, and it was thought the mo- 
tion for a new trial was to be made, as threat- 
ened, but no such steps Were taken. Mr. 
Mr. Lancaster sued for $150,000, sothat the 
verdict gives him 1-1,500,000th part ot what he 
asked for and boasted he would get. 

INDIGNANT JURORS. 

In an interview with R. D. Lancaster, 
printed in a morning paper, he is repre- 
sented as saying that the jury was 
prejudiced in favor of Mr. Glover 
and acted on that prejudice. He also charges 
that a friend of Mr. Glover said in a saloon 
during the trial that a juror had been fixed 
and would not consent toa verdict in excess 
of 1 cent damages. These statements were 
repeated-py Mr. Lancaster to a Post-DIsPaTCH 
reporter this morning: He said<« 1 can 
prove by two respectable gentlemen 
that a tool of John Glover’s said 
in Gundlefinger’s saloon that one 


of the jury wasfixed. Never mind who the 
juror was; I'll prove it in court. Didjyou see 
Juror Meier's confession in the Globe-Demo- 
csat this morning? He said it was alla liti- 
dal quarrel and they tried to even it up. 
Neier said when he was being examined as to 
his qualifications that Glover had done busi- 
ness for him in Washington. I accepted him 
notwithstanding that, not believing he would 
want to pay off scores in the jury box.’’ 

THEO. G. MEIER, 
the juror assailed, could not be seen this 
morning but his brother, E. D. Meier, was 
seen. ‘The only business matter in which 
Congressman Glover was ever connected with 
us, was when I went to Washington to look 
after a plan I had for getting the Government 
to use the Heine boiler Mr. Glover 
introduced me to Secretary Whitney and sev- 
eral other officials. He introduced me as a 
Congressman would any constituent. I was 
there representing the Heine Boller Co., and 
my brother was astockholder in that com- 
pany. Before this trial he did not know 
Glover, never had seen him and owed 
him nothing because of those introductions. 
When he was examined as to his qualifications 
as ajuror he spoke of that matter in the hope 
that he would be challenged. He did not want 
to sit on the case because he knew it would 
take a long time to try it. He had his business 
to attend to. It's pretty hard that a man who 
has given a month of his time to that case 
should be assailed because the verdict doesn’t 
suit Mr. Lancaster.’’ 

RODBRICK J. M’CLEAN 
said of Lancaster’s charges: ‘‘We were very 
much surprised to see those charges this 
morning. I did not think a paper would print 
such statements.’’ 

Have you seen any of the other jurors?“

and Mr. Meier. They were all indignant, 
but we believe that it would be best 
to make no reply.
